Pennsgrove, N. J., December 6.—(?) 
An explosion of 2,800 pounds of sport- 
ing powder at the Carney’s Point 
plant of the Du Pont Powder compa- 
ny today filled five workmen and in- 
jured 12 others, none of them seri- 
ously. 

Of the injured four remained in a 


hospital. One has a_ broken leg, 
while’ the others are suffering from 
bruises and lacerations which may 
keep them in the hospital for a few 
days, 7 

The other five injured were treated 
for cuts and returned to work. 

The accident occurred when Tonden, 
a first-class operator, in charge of the 
other four men, who were killed, as 
a crew of helpers, was unloading the 
-.500 pounds of powder at the dry 
house. Since all the men immediate 
ly concerned were killed, the cause of 
the explosion is not known, but the 
company is conducting an investiga- 
tion. 

The explosion wrecked the building 
and damaged the adjoining glazing 
house in whieh those who were in- 
jured were at work. The wrecked 
building was one-story brick and cor- 
rugated iron construction. The force 
of the explosion shattered glass and 
partly damaged other buildings sey- 
eral hundred feet away. 

A rough estimate of the property 
damage placed it at about $25,000.

ALARMING SITUATION. 

Due to the carelessness of the 
legislature in framing the electric 
chair law two murderers sentenced 
to death by electrocution will be 
given indefinite leases on life, con- 
trary to the capital penalty pre- 
scribed by law, and several others 
who are now in the Georgia jails 
awaiting trials for capital offenses 
will remain there while the issue of 
conStitutionality is fought out 
through the courts. 

It again emphasizes the necessity 
for the next legislature to do a real 
service to the state by eliminating 
the many avenues for the defeat of 
justice through technicalities, and 
it also ought to impress the impor- 
tance of definiteness in framing 
bills, so that recourses to the courts 
as to the constitutionality of the 
exact letter of the same may not 
be invited. 

In two instances in Georgia Sat- 
urday two Superior court judges 
held directly opposite as to the law 
in question. And both were right, 
as quixotic as that may appear. 

In the Gore case Judge Park, 
of the Ocmulgee circuit, held strict- 
ly to the letter of the electric chair 
act, and thereby not only gave the 
convicted murderer of Cheek, an 
Atlanta merchant, an indefinite stay 
from execution, but made it a court 
issue that will probably defer the 
execution of any capital criminal in 
the state for several:months. And 
yet Judge Park was right. No per- 
son can criticize a jurist for an in- 
terpretation of a written statute ac- 
cording to the exact text of that 
statute, even though it tends to de- 
feat justice and to intensify an in- 
vitation to commit crime. 

Such an example illustrates the 
carelessness of a legislature in en- 
acting a law that is so faultily writ- 
ten that it invites supreme court 
interpretation, with all of the de- 
lays that such a course involves. 

On the other hand Judge 
Mathews, of the Macon circuit, in 
the Houston superior court, de- 


clined to stay the sentencing of a! 


convicted murderer on the same 
technicality. He held, in the case 
before him, the “evident intent’’ of 
the legislature. And he was right. 
Certainly the law substituting the 
electric chair for the gallows was 
nots written for the purpose of in- 
viting delays in execution through 
appeals on technicalities.

FOR MEMORIAL PARKS. 


Among the early bills to be intro- 
duced in congress is one by Senator 
W. J. Harris, of Georgia, to appro- 
priate $350,000 for the creation 
of a national memorial military park 
at Kennesaw mountain, the park to 
be in recognition of the valor of 
both the Unien and Confederate 
armies during the civil war. The 
Survey has already been made by a 
commission appointed by the presi- 
dent. 

The commission, of which Gen- 
eral John L. Clem, retired, is 
chairman, has made its report to 
the secretary of war. 

The Harris bill provides that, ac- 
cording to the recommendation of 
the commission, the government 
Shall link this park with the pro- 
posed Peachtree creek memorial 
park provided the latter is created 
without expense to the government 
other than the erection of memo- 
rial markers showing the strategic 
movements of the armies in the 
Peachtree creek engagement. 

The city of Atlanta owns the 125 
acres occupied by the present dis- 
posal plant, which plant must be 
moved. This.acreage will form the 
nucleus of the proposed Peachtree 
creek park, and property owners 
whose lands are adjacent, and who 
own the properties along the creek, 
through which the federal army 
moved in its march to the scene 
of the Peachtree creek battle, * have 
signified a willingness to make nec- 
essary donations. 

The point is, it is necessary now 
that these lands be corralled at the 
earliest possible moment either by 
conveyances or agreements to con- 
vey, and that the city take definite 
action with regard to the disposal 
plant and the utilization of the 125 
acres for memorial park purposes. 

The survey as to the Kennesaw 
park incorporates deeds, options and 
the control of all the necessary land 
for that purpose. It is important 
that the park commission, appointed 
by the mayor, of which former 
Senator Hoke Smith is chairman, 
take similar definite action with re- 
gard to the Peachtree creek lands. 
This will assure the linking of the 
two parks, with markers along the 
entire route of the armies, as pro- 
vided in the Harris bill. 

The Harris bill will no doubt be 
passed, as it has generous support 
of members of congress from every 
section.

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Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


CHILDREN, HELP YOUR 
PARENTS. 

From the general trend of the*large 
number of lettegs I have received from 
children ranging from 12 to 50 years 
of age, it would seem that there is 
a good deal of resentment among chil- 
dren toward the remiss attitude of 
parents in the matter of sex iastruc- 
tion. Some of this resentment is fair 
and square; but mvuch of it arises 


from misunderstanding. 

Now 1 want to ask all these chil- 
dren who have written to me abou 
this question, and especially all .who 
have reason to feel glad they confided 
in me or sought my advice, and aay 
other children who may have feelings 
or ideas about this, tu do their part 
toward clearing up a sad situation. 
They can help a lot by giving brief 
auswers to the following questions. 

The only definite data which are 
fairly representative of conditions, 
data bearing on the dissemination of 
sex knowledge, now available to me 
are those compiled before the world 
war by medical officers of the public 
health service. They found that in a 
considerable tabulation the average 
age at which a boy gets his first 
knowledge or instruction (good or bad) 
about sex is 9 1-2 years, whereas the 
average age at which boys receive 
proper instruction about sex-is 15 1-2 
years—six years too late. How it 
may be with girls we do not know. 
But in any case this is probably ob- 
solete now. We have moved pretty 
fast in the last 10 years. It may 
be that the data warrant a revision 
now. What do you say? 

In the many years I have been con- 
ducting this health service no cor- 
responent’s identity has ever been di- 
vulged. Every communication I re- 
ceived through this newspaper is as 
confidential as the communications of 
a private patient in my consulting 
room. I shall make use of any ideas 
or impersonal subjects which such let- 
ters may contain, but I want corre- 
spondents to understand that my title, 
M. D., doctor of medicine, is absolute 
assurance that any and all commuoai- 
cations addressed to me will be held 
sacredly confidential so far as per- 
sonal identity may be concerned. So 
no reader need hesitate to sign his 
or her name when writing to me; in- 
deed, no reader need expect that I 
shall give any attentioneto a letter 
not properly signed. I sign and ac- 
knowledge everything I say here or 
in personal letters to correspondents. 
I expect the same sincerity on the 
part of those who wish to avail them- 
selves of my service. 

For the stimulation of readers who 
have not- written me before, as well 
as those who have had previous cor- 
respondeice, I leave a blank space in 
the ballot for any special comment 
a correspondent may care to make. 
If you prefer, use that space to ask 
any questiton you have in mind—I am 
especially concerned about questions 
relating to sex matters, for I feel that 
we owe children something there. 
Only let your question be frank and 
sincere—I shall certainly not bother 
with questions which are beyond my 
province df health and hygiene. The 
guiding motto for this personal health 
service is the teaching of Hippoc- 
rates, which in effect is this: “Do 
good if vou can, but do no harm.” 
If I can’t see my way to answer a 
question within: the light of that 
golden rule of medicine, I don’t an- 
swer. That’s all.

The works that express his 
genius at its highest are simply in- 
comparable. He seems to me to be 
to other poets, antient or modern, 
as the sun is to the stars. And to 
use a line from Swinburne: “All 
stars are angels, but the sun is God.’

Gasoline Prices 


Augusta, Ga.. December 6.—-)-— 
“A ‘gdsoline war’ in Alabama may ex- 
plain why prices there are lower than 
in Tennessee, and Georgia may be 
getting cheaper gasoline even than AIl- 
abama because ‘the war is being 
harder fought in Georgia’” declared 
Alf Traylor, member of the Georgia 
legislature from Richmond county, in 
commenting here today upon a state- 
ment made in Memphis yesterday by 
Charles Scholder, vice president of the 
Standard Oil company of Louisiana. 

“Rut Mr. Scholder,” continued Mr. 
Traylor, “does not explain why these 
‘wars’ are being fought from time to 
time in various states, and why it ‘is 
still possible for gasoline prices to 
vary from six to 10 cents per gallon 
in a half dozen southern states.” 

Mr. Traylor started a campaign for 
cheaper gasoline last February when 
a resolution prepared by him, eall- 
ing upon the Publie Service commis- 
sion of Georgia to investigate the gas- 
oline situation, was unanimously 
passed by the legislature. 

“The public would like to know,” 
continued Mr. Traylor, “why a ‘gas 
oline war’ is necessary to bring prices 
dewn: why such ‘wars’ are not con- 
ducted in all the states at the same 
time; or, in other words, why it is 
impossible for the larger gasoline com- 
panies to make the prices uniform 
whether it be through the medium of 
a ‘war’ or by other methods. 

“IT would not have the gasoline com- 
panies sell their commodity below cost 
of production or a reasonable profit, 
yet I do think they should make the 
prices uniform, or as nearly uniform 
as trangportation costs will permit. It 
is my opinion that this is not now 
being done.” .

Chicago, December 6.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—Wheat values took 
a zigzag course today, December de- 
livery advancing in price, whereas 
later months declined. Unsettlement 


was ascribed largely to trade compli- 
cations which are resulting from much 
wheat both aflozt and ashore being 
tied up by lake barriers of ice. Clos- 
ing quotations on wheat were ir- 
regular, 1-2Zc net lower to le ad- 
vance, with corn unchanged to 1-4ce 
gain, oats &-S¢ off to 1-8e up, and 
provisions une hanged to 30c down. 

Upturns in the price of wheat avyail- 
able for delivery this month were 
associated more or less with reports 
of strenuous efforts being made in 
some quarters to replace wheat that 
at present is blockaded owing to stop- 
page of lake navigation. 

On the other hand, it was appar- 
ent that this stoppage would pile 
up wheat in Canada which later on 
will be likely to met with more com- 
petition than at present. Fine har- 
vest weather prevailing in Argentina 
counted also as a bearish influence 
on the price of deferred contracts. 

According to one authority here, 
the amount of wheat aboard vessels 
already tied up on account of lake ice 
conditions and the further amount 
of wheat held back at the head of 
the lakes is of sufficient volume to 
disorganize badly the whole immedi- 


ation. 

It also stated that even if the 
present #ie-up is broken, there will 
be virtually no aditional vessel trips 
such as had been planned in expec- 
tation that lake navigation would 
continue until at least December 12. 

Unfavorable weather for field work 
tended to give firmness to the corn 
market. Oats were governed chief- 
ly by the action of corn. 

Provisions sympathized with weak- 
ness of hog values.

EDUCATION PLAN 


Valdosta, Ga., Decemver 6.—(/) — 

Southern Baptists have in 17 sout4- 
ern states 117 schools of all grad>s, 
in which are enrolled 50,000 students, 
and which have property and equip- 
ment valued at $35.000.000 and endow- 
ments to the amount of $18,000,000, 
W. Cammack, corresponding secretary 
of the southern Baptist education 
board, declared here tonight at the 
pre-Georgia Baptist convention mect- 
ing. 

Included in tlfe southern Baptist 
schools, Cammack said, are 32 four- 
vear colleges; 28 junior colleges, and 
5S academies and preparatory schoois, 
Mississippi College for Women, Hai- 
tiesburg. Miss., and Baylor Woman's 
college, Belton, Tex., were, on Decem- 
ber 1, admitted to the four-year col- 
lege standard list of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. This brings the total num- 
ber of Bapfist four-year colleges in 
the south to attain this standing to 
18, Cammack said, 

“The southern Baptists are this vear 
rounding out 100 years of organized 
educational work,” Cammack = said. 
‘Mississippi college, Clinton, Miss., 
and Furman university, Greenville, 
S. C., celebrate this month the cea- 
tennial anniversaries of these institn- 
tions. Other approaching centennial 
anniversaries are Georgetown col- 
lege, Kentucky, 1929; University of 
Richmond, Va., 19382; Mercer uni- 
versity, Ga., 1953; Wake Forest. N, 
C., 1934, and Judson college, Ala., 
the oldest college for women in the 
south, 1939. 

The southern Baptist convention 
authorized’ the education board, at a 
recent session, to set up standards 
for southern Baptist schools, it was 
pointed out. The board has completed 
this task, it was stated, Mercer uni- 
versity having been selected to repee- 
sent the Baptist schools of Georgia 
in this list, all the standards having 
been met. 

The education board has very re- 
cently received a gift of $200,000 for 
beginning a winter assembly at Uma- 
tilla, in Lake county, Florida, Cain- 
mack said, The first program in 
this winter assembly will be put on 
in February 1927. An auditoriun 
to seat 2,000 people and hotel ac- 
commodations are now being prepare, 
it was said.
